The “America” Cup Contest. 

Apparently, the question cf a chal¬ 
lenge for a race for the "America” cup 
next year depends entirely upon the 
decision of the New York Yacht club 
as to which rule the contest must be 
sailed under, says the Scientific Ameri¬ 
can. While on his way through New 
York to "Canada” cup races, Mr. Fife, 
designer of "Shamrock I.” and "Sham¬ 
rock III.,” stated that he regarded the 
prospects of an "America" cup race 
next year as very bright. According 
to this authority, if a challenge is sent 
over this summer it will bear the ex¬ 
press stipulation that the race be held 
under the present rules of the club, and 
there is not the slightest liklihood of 
any challenge being sent over for a race I 
to be sailed under the old conditions. ! 
Mr. Fife expresses his belief that there 
is absolutely no chance of England or 
any other foreign country being able to 
win the “America" cup under the old 
rule. This opinion is probably shared 
by the majority of yachtsmen upon 
both sides of the Atlantic. The old 
rule which was based merely upon a 
load-waterline and sea-area measure¬ 
ment, produced a fast light-weather 
boat, of such slight construction and 
exaggerated proportions that it was 
good for nothing more than a contest 
in a smooth sea and a moderate breeze. 
Not one of the later cup challengers 
and defenders has been put to any use 
whatever, subsaquently to the sailing of 
a series of “America” cup races. They 
are too broad, too flat, too long, too 
light, too heavily ballasted, and too 
heavily sparred to be of any possible 
use for cruising purposes. Moreover 
they require for their handling as big a 
crew of men as is necessary for a large 
ocean square rigger. 


For some years California has enjoyed 
an enviable reputation as a land of 
beautiful minerals. She has now added 
»• I another jewel to her crown. A new 
gem of great beauty was recently dis¬ 
covered in the southern part of the 
Mount Diablo range near the San 
^ Benito-Fresno county line, by two pros¬ 
pectors. The stone was oftered to 
Shreve and Company in San Francisco 
5 as sapphire. Cursory examination, 
however, revealed the fact that the 
mineral did not possess the usual quali¬ 
ties of sapphire, and it was therefore 
I referred to the geological department 
at the University of California. Con¬ 
clusions based on a scientiffe examin¬ 
ation appear in a bulletin , '"o. 9, Vol. V, 
in the Geological Serit-i Published 
today by Professor George Louder- 
back. The new gem is c jf great 
beauty; it is a clear, tran« « it stone 
of an attractive blue color i in the 
deeper color portions sho ■ 'istinct 
violet tint.

Benitoite by virtue of the fact that 
was discovered in San Benito count 
near the headwaters of San Benit* 
creek. Chemically it is a titano-silicate j 
of barium, a new type of combination , 
of chemical and mineralogical interests. 

Another new mineral has been dis¬ 
covered in association with Benitoite. 

It is of a black or brownish color, be¬ 
coming deep red in thin slices. The 
name Carlosite after San Carlos Peak 
has been given to this stone. Its com¬ 
position has not yet been accurately 
determined. The light of further in¬ 
vestigation is now being shed npon 
both minerals and they will be fully 
treated in a later report to be issued in 
the near future from the University 
Press.
